and “* Oh! fie” looks. Miss Charles, as the sentimental Miss Julia, lent 
her assistance to the comicality of the scene, and looked the very perfec- 








-tion of a languishing boarding-school Miss. Mrs. Clifford’s performance 


of the part of Mis. Grosdenap was first-rate Farce-acting. Webster 
played Lieutenant Varley with much humour, especially when assuming 
the part of the dancing-master to the academy. His pirouettes and his 
clever performance on the violin, were received with the greatest applause. 
Mr. F. Vining personated an Irish Cornet, and if he had not the broad 
humour which might have been thrown into the part, he made amends by 
the neatness of his brogue, and his gentlemanly bearing throughout, de- 
livering the several Irishisms with great point and effect. Mr. D. Rees, 
as James, a boy-of-all-work tothe school, in a jacket and trousers, was 
quite irresistible, and on each appearance was greeted with shouts of 
laughter. Mr. Clark played Farmer Holly with much humour ; indeed 
the Farce was excellently acted throughout, and its repetition every éven- 
ing was hailed with universal approbation. Mr. Bernard is the author.
